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Claim 5 (New): The EGR cooler according to claim 1, wherein said inclination angle 

is in a range of 26°-44°. 

Claim 6 (New): The EGR cooler according to claim 1, wherein said spiral protrusions 
correspond to spiral indentations formed in an exterior surface of each of said tubes. 
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
